Mr. McAteer was boni in Newry, County 
Down, Ireland, sevenly>twn years ago. 




In his teens he became associated with 
the VouDg Ireland faction in his native 
land and was a namber of John 
Mitchell's club In 1848. A year later he 
had to leave Ireland on acooont of his 
aSHstiott with the Vonng Irttand move- 
ment. He emigrated to Asiicri«;a aad for 
three years had his residence in New 
York City. Then he came to Louisville 
and worked at marnlei/.ing mantels for 
Wallace vS- Lithgow. Ry industry, skill, 
energy and thrift he soon amassed 
enough to go into bnsincaa for himself. 
He formed a partnership with J. W. 
Osborne, now dead, and the firm made 
money. Messrs. McAtear and Osborne 
were aasocisted In business unti\ Mr. 
Osborne's death sevet il \c ir-. ago. 

During this time Mr. Mc.\teer served 
twelve coDsecutive years as a luemlier of 
the General Council; of this one term 
ht scrveil as President, five years as 
Chairman of the Finance Committee and 
four yesrs more as a anbocdinata menber 
of the sana oommittee. 

Since hia retirs ne nt fron the General 
Council ha has rspaatadly served ss a 
member of both ttia City and County 
Boards of Bquslisation, aad also aerraS a 
term as member of the Board of ' Alder- 
men. Mr. Mc-.\teer has ilways been a 
thorough Irish-American and a thorough 
Democrat. His wit comes like a flash of

years ago Rev. C J. K. Jonas, then pas- 
tor of tha Unitarian chotdi. walked in 
Ponrth avcane and at Walaat street aB> 
coantarad Mr. McAteer.

tfxlay. In every branch of iylnstry snd 
commerce, ss well ss in tht 
fessions. Irishmen and men 
seen' have stood from the ei 
the city's history snd stand 
the number cf 
useful dtixcns. 

We can not undertake to eikamerate all 
of them, but it will be a plettore to read 
the merits of some who haVe passed to 
their reward and of some *ho are still 
doing the work of useful citizens among 
us as samples of the sort of pfcople Irish- 
Americans have shown thetttielves to be. 

In the tMilmy daya of trav4 and traflSc 
on our Western rivers no oainers or cap- 
ut ns of ateamboats were Wter known 
than Capt. TiMMas C. imdXapt. John 
Coleman. They were bdli in Cork 
county, Ireland, where thvqpather, who 
died when they were quite ^ung, was a 
prosperous merchant. Thomas C. Cole- 
man came to this country when quite a 
young man, arriving in I.,ouisville iu 1 "-i:; 1. 
He had been intere.sted in a U^e of steam- 
boats before leaving Irelanti and at once 
engsged in steamboaling here. Three 
years afterward he was jMped by his 
youngest brother, John, WM^became in- 
tereated with him in the stiimboat buai- 
ncsa. The "Ssladin" and ^'Louisville," 
belonging to them, -vcrv ii^ong the fast- 
est and best boats on ihc VV^stsrn rivers 
In 18-').'! they went into thA'j||Dn busitit ss 
aud soon thereafter cstatjUijjAji^ Louis- 
ville rolling mill, wWch they operated 
with great success. Mr. T. C. Coleman 
died in 18A1 and Capt. John Coleman in 
1878. They were both handsome, courtly 
gentlemen, and Cspt. John OQleiBan was 
e^jiecially aotrd as a witty coavarastioo- 
alist snd encellcat story teller. The de- 
scendants of these pioneer business men 
have continued to hold the best social 
and business standing. 

In this connection, though out of our 
order of arrangement, il is convenient to 
speak of the record Capt. Thomas C. 
Coleman, still in the enjoyment of ii 
green old age snd living on tiis handacm<: 
place some miles out on the Lonisville & 
Nashville nain line, from which he vis- 
its the dty nearty every day, though for 
some yesrs retired from business. He 
was the oldest son of the first T. C. Cole- 
man and succecdeil his father in the 
rolling mill. He became famous among 
steamboat captains as the only man who 
ever stole a Preaident. When C.eu. Tay- 
lor was preparing to ^o to Washington to 
be inaugurated aud a New Orleans com 
mittee hod prepared to escort him fron 
bis home in Louisiana to Vi^tsburg 
Capt Coleman with the "SeiaAa" leav- 
ing New Orleans the evening before the 
committee's host, which was to stSrt the 
next morning, whistled vigorously in the 
bend below Gen. Taylor's plantation and 
found Gen. Taylor at the landing 
equipped for his journey, and tbe General, 
learning the other boat would not be up 
till late in tbe afternoon, boarded the 
"Saladin" for Vickrtafg, knd tbe cha- 
grin of the committee was great when 
they came up and found him gens. It is 
proper to say that Capt. Colemaa had 
urged the committee to leave on his host. 

Among the builders of great indus- 
tries that have helped to make LouiaviUe 
what it is no man is entitled to a higher 
{>osition than the late Dennis Long, 
whose career should be an example and 
stimulus to all young men. Born in 
Londonderry in 1816, be was brought to 
this country by his parents at the age of 
four. First settling in Brie, his parents 
soon moaed to Pittsborg, whan Dennis 
learned tbe nolder'a trade aad became 
noted for Us skill. la 1888 a Lodaville 
foundry firm had occasion to mske s 
special casting and sent to Pittsburg for 
an expert molder. Dennis Long was 
sent and performed his work so success- 
fully that the Louisville firm retained 
him in their employ. He soon set up a 
foundry and machine shop of his own, 
and Louisville gsined reputation as s 
tMst building point by the excellence of 
tbe machinery he made. He early began 
the casting of gaa aad water pipe and his 
pipe foundry became the greatest in the 
Ohio vslley, sending its products sll 
through tbe South snd West. He fscili- 
tated the building of water works in 
many cities by taking stock in part pay- 
ment for pipe. He was a prudent and 
cautious financier, but courageous in 
backing meritorious undertakings. i'Ik 
Southern railroad and the Jeff^rsonville 
bridge are monuments of his business 
enterprise snd courage. It was his bold 
backing snd good management that csr^ 
ried them to completion. Mr. Long died 




old and he grew up under tbe cure of a 
mother, aud one of the most beautiful 
traits in his character was his unremit- 
ting devotion to her nb to her death in 
\S'>S. As he grew up he was appren- 
ticed to the plsstering trade aaderhis 
stepfather, James Campbell, a skillful 
mechanic. After working for some time 
as a journeyman in Ireland he went to 
England, where he succeeded well. Ac- 
companied by a l>r(>lher and sister he 
came to this country in ISVJ, settling in 
Cincinnati. He became known in I.,ouis 
ville by work on the Cathedral and was 
induced to remove here. He made a home 
for his parents snd tbe younger children 
in England and dU the same in Clncin- 
nsti and here. .After a few years' work 
at his trsde he begau the msnufscture of 
terre cotta, in which he was very suc- 
cessful. It was afi enlireh new industry 
in Louisville. In 1870 he est ililislied an- 
other new industry, tin- tii nmf.ictiire of 
sewer pipe, in which In- Ii > i .-. u e(jiiftl)s 
successful. Lster he addt-d ii> his indus- 
triea the manufacture of vitrified brick 
for psfving purposes. He has been a pio- 
neer in hia line of bwainsss, has built up 
one of the most inportaat tradea here, 
which has brouglit amch money to the 
city and furnished a awaas of livelihood 
to many ))eople. Mr. Bsnnon is an old- 
fashioned lliiiiiHr il i)f an i iidei)enilenl 
t^irn of uiiud. He has takeu a proper 
interest in" civic affairs, serving many 
years iu the City Council and during bis 
last term was President of the Board of 
Aldermen. In all relations of life he bos

The other 
brothers were in tbe coal bnsinesa. They 
were all good citizens. 

The late William Patterson, whose un- 
timely 'leath iu the flower of nianlKxxl 
shocked his hosts of frien<ls, was one of 
the most popular Irishmen in Louisville. 
He served for a long time in the City 
Council and was invincible before the 
people. He wss a man of uniMually fine 
presence aad attractive personal qualitica. 
His energy snd sbility amde him very 
successful in his busiueM ss contractor.

Descendants uf the Emerald Isle Are Doing Much 
Toward the Progress of Our Most Impor- 
tant Young City. 



Wherever civilization has foand its way 
or freedom has attained a borne the bardy 
(:elt U time, aad wbctlier struggling for 
existence by the hardest mannal labor, 

directinff the coBunerce of the conntry, 
leading amtiea to Tictory or guiding the 
destiny of a natioQ, he is ever the genial 

cotiipanion, the wise connselor, the brave 
and chivalrous sulilier, tlit- Riif»acious and 
patriotic sUtesnian, nobly inspiring and 
truly deserving the oonfidcnce ot his fel- 
low-man. 

The sodsl atmosphere of Kentucky had 
been swept by the miasmatic wind of 
Knowoo^Jiittgism, which left the soil in- 
imical to the Irish people who bad braved 
the dangers of the ocean and sought in 
the new world the birthright of liberty 
and freedom from religious persecution. 
Hut thV few intrepid souls who risked 
rlaitniuK '> I'oine within the borders of 
the vStBte found llu majority of her peo 
pie broad, hberal, generous and con- 
genial.

His son, Ike Quigley, 
I iijovs the distinction of being the young- 
est man who baa occupied the exalted 
position of Jndge of the Kentucky Court 
of Appeala. 

Capt. Kdward Farley is prominently 
Identified with many of the business in- 
terests of the city. Genial, gallant and 
generous, he is a typical representative 
of his race. He was a Orave soldier of 
the civil war and won marked distinction 
in the Mississippi valley under Col. 
.Vhofu'M. In the fall of '64 the gallant 
CuptBiii demonstrated in a special autn- 
ner his military skill aa well as his 
bravery in an exi iMiition from Vicksburg 
to Ya»oo City. Ni-ar the latter place, 
with a sunU force unrler his command, 
he repulsed and routed an almost ov-,i- 
whelming number of the enemy. His-

John D. Taggart, anotber man who 
did much for I<ouiavillc's buaiBMa, wat 
bom in Conoty Antrim in 1822. Hit 
father, who was a linen manufacturer, 
came to this country with his family in 
18.%, 8eltle<l in Spencer county and went 
to farming. Mr. Taggart had his lirat 
buaineaa experience when at eighteen be 
came to Louiaville and worked for six 
montba in tbe pork packing establisb- 
ment of A. S. White & Co. He found 
tbia profitable and for five jaara the firm 
employed him for tba aama length of 
time each winter. Then for tome years 
he was empIoye<1 for four months in tbe 
packing sea.son, after which he hecauie 
niaiia^jer for the firm which succee<leii 
his original employers. In 1854 he be- 
came a partner and in lH7o the firm l>c 
came Hughes, Taggart & Co. Mr. Tag- 
gart was noted for tbe accuracy with 
which be could judge tbe weight of 
hogt. Dwiag Ua bnainaaa career be had 
gainad a high reputatioa for good man- 
agemcot and aonnd financial Jadgment, 
and when in 1881 the Fidelity Trust and 
Safety Vault Company was or^nnincA he 
was elected its first rresiilent and re { 
thined that office till his death several 
years ago. The busit^ess of tbe institu- 1 
tion bad grown to such an extent by 1891 
as to require bis entire time and he re- . 
tired from tbe pork business. Mr. Tag- { 
gart waa a kindly, charitable man, retir- 
ing in diapoaitioB, hot nvch liked t>y his 
associates. 

Capt. William Martin Collins, Presi 
dent and founder of the Gretuhrier Dis- 
tilling Company, was for years l>efore his 
death an important factor in the -^rea' 
distilling interests of L,auisville. He was 
born in County Kerry in 184A. When 
be was four years old bis parents came to 
tbia country and aettled first near Louis- 
ville, and then near Bardstowo. He got 
a good edncakioB ia the BardsUtwn 
schools and after a ahort experience in a 
store and then in a diatillery enliatcd in 
the Union army and served during the 
war and was severely wounded at Mis- 
sionary Kidge and was made a commis- 
sioned officer. He resigned in June, 
1865, and soon after joined O'Neill's 
Fenian expedition against Canada and 
commanded a company ic tbe ii<cbt at 
Ridgeway, near Fort Brie. In 1867 be 
was appoiated S aaoad Ueuteaant in the 
regular army and aarvad till 1W9, when 
be resigned. Retomiag to LoolaviUe be 
filled ancccaaively poaitiona in the postal 
and revenue services till 1876, when be 
resigned to become a nienil>er of the 
wholesale whisky firm of Alviii Wood. 
In lim be established the firm of W. M. 
Collins A Co. and in 1891 tbe Greenbrier 
Distilling Company. He waa a member 
of tbe Advisory Board of tbe Wine 
and Spirit Association, Past Commander 
of Ai«. WUUch Poat. G. A. R., and Preai- 
dent of the Garfield Club. He waa suc- 
ceasia! in boaincaa and one of tbe most 
genial aad coaipaaionatric ct men.

Until about two years ago. and for 
twenty-five years previous, Mr. Haley was 
proprietor of the famous "Old Dominion" 
saloon and restaurant, corner Broadway 
and St. Clair. While a conaervative and 
successful bnsincas man ia every sense of 
tlieward, Mr. Haley was sevenl tiaies 
sleeted to office, both as Councilman and 
School Trustee. 

Mr. Dsnlel Meagher hssby close atten- 
tion to his business amassed quite a com- 
fortable fortune, and some years ago re- 
tired from active business to enjoy it. 

P. Newman, Sr., has been in the gro- 
cery business for a number of yean at his 
pnaeat stand on Broadway and haa made 
a decided saooesa. He is at preaent serv- 
ing his secood successive term ss Coun- 
cilman aad waa a few weeks ago reaomi-
